METULLA.-An Israeli soldier was 
shot dead yesterday by Lebanese 
Army soldiers in the western sector 
of South Lebanon. 

Ho was later named by the army- 
spokesman as Samal (Sergeant) 
Nebouani Amad. His funeral is to 
take place .today at the Druse village 
of Jiihsin the Western Galilee. 

The incident began when an IDF 
force of tanks and armoured person- 
nel. carriers, patrolling two 
kilometres north of the area under 
Israeli control, spotted several suspi- 
cious persons and ordered them to 


IDF soldiers gave chase, but Leba- 
nese Armv troops in the area opened 
fire, killing one of them. Two Amal 
militia fighters were also killed in the 
exchange of fire. 

The incident occurred near the 
village of Katriyat a-Sivad . 

Military sources said they regard 
such attacks against Israeli soldiers 
with gravity. The sources said they 
intend to do their utmost to negoti- 
ate with the Lebanese Army to pre- 
vent such attacks. 

The sources said that in some

“And if they really are innocent, 
what can be done about it? They 
happened to be in the wrong place at 
the wrong time. That's the price that 
has to be paid.” he is quoted as 
having said. 

Goldberg arrived in Israel last 
Thursday after serving 22 years of a 
life sentence for conspiring to over- 
throw the South African govern- 
ment. He could not be reached last 
night for comment. (See interview in 
today's magazine.)

Foreign press blasts 
restrictions in Lebanon 

Foreign journalists working in 
Israel yesterday issued a strong pro- 
test against what the> described as 
the lack of access for locally-based 
newsmen to Southern Lebanon. 

The board of the Foreign Press 
Association in Israel (FPA) said: 
“The FPA protests strongly the lack 
of access for Israel-based correspon- 
dents to South Lebanon in recent 
weeks to cover spot news. We view 
this as a serious ■encroachment on 
press freedom and urge an immedi- 
ate reconsideration of this policy.” 

The board also said it \iews "with 
alarm” measures taken by Israeli 
authorities in "harassing and detain- 
ing” legitimate journalists based in 
Lebanon and the confiscation of 
their material m South Lebanon.

Israel exported goods worth S42S 
million last month. 10 per cent less 
than in January , taking into account 
seasonal factors, the Central Bureau 
of Statistics (CBS) reported yester- 
day. 

The bureau added that exports of 
goods during the first two months of 
the year totalled SS76m. represent- 
ing an 11 per cent drop compared to 
the average monthly level in the last 
third of 1984. 

But compared to the same period 
last year, a slight increase in indust- 
rial expqrts was noticeable. Thus, 
exports totalled S357.7m. in Febru- 
ary. as compared to S347.9ra. for the 
same month last year. 

A similar picture emerged for the 
cumulative figures for January and 
February. Industrial exports for that 
period totalled S742.4m. compared 
to S73Sm. for the first rwo months of 


1984. 

Nevertheless, a more detailed 
analysis shows that this increase in 
exports was concentrated in optical 
and scientific equipment, electro- 
nics. metal products and machinery, 
an item covered largely by military 
exports. 

According to the CBS figures, 
industrial exports excluding di- 
amonds. last month were some 
S358m. Exports have totalled 
$S56.7m. since the beginning of the 
year. 

According to the bureau, indust- 
rial exports, excluding diamonds, 
were 10 per cent lower than the 
average level for the last four months 
of 1984

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Free Trade Area- revolutionizing Eilat?

A new kind of. visitor is coming 
t{\tb Eilat:, men who smoke thick 
cigjsis and seem to prefer smoke . 
fi lied rooms to beaches. They are the 
I srejgn investors and entrepreneurs 
attracted by the news that the town is 
sc$n to become a Free Trade Area 
(JfTA). ' - 

The transformation of the less 
thgn thriving Red Sea port into an 
FJA is, one such investor from the 
y.S. told The Jerusalem Past, “the 
biggest thing that ever happened 
here... a whole new ball game.” The 
investor, who was unwilling to be 
named for publication, was also un- 
tiling to disclose his specific project 
to .the press, but he was happy to 
cofijure up images of shipping in ■ 
.underwear from Turkey or electro- 
Rjijcs goods from the Far East for 
packaging and resale in the U.S. and 
Western Europe. 

.yThe Israelis are pnly thinking 
about buying a video, "he added, 
“hut we're talking about bringing in 
• buyers from all over the world. 
Ypu've heard of Singapore, you’ve 
beard of Hong Kong? Well that’s 
wd^it Eilat is going to be like.” 

At a press conference in Eilat this 
week. Prime Minister Shimon Peres 
“gave the town a gift" on the occa- 
siqn of the 36th anniversary of its 
liberation by Israeli forces, but is was 
clepr that although delighted by the 
idea, few residents had any notion of 
wjjat FTA implied. Indeed, even the 
experts seemed concerned primarily 
with the exemption from Value 


Added Tax that will be inaugurated 
if the FTA is made into law as 
expected by April 1. 

Already there was widespread 
speculation of Israelis coming to the 
town and returning loaded down 
with electrical appliances. But 
according to Yehezkel Flomin. the 
former Treasury deputy director- 
general who headed the commission 
which studied FTA. there would be a 
“customs exemption of S100 worth 
of goods, making it less than worth- 
while to come to Eilat merely for 
shopping." 

Far more derisive than Vat ex- 
emption oaconsumer items, accord- 
ing to Flomin and others who have 
studied the plan, is the fact that 
Eilatis will- have an income tax ceil- 
ing of 30 per cent of their earnings, 
that goods would be imported with- 
out customs for manufacture and 
re-export, that industry would be 
subject to minimal taxation and .that 
planes would be able to tank up at 
minimal cost. 

All this is more crucial to the 
Eilatis than whether they would be 
able to buy duty-free goods them- 
selves if, as planned, the FTA goes 
into its second stage in a year's time. 

Eilat Mayor Rah Hochman, who 
is credited with coming up with the 
idea, points in an interview with The 
Jerusalem Post, to the flourishing of 
other FT As around the world. Man- 
au, in Brazil, was a floundering rub- 
ber producing centre which hadpeen 
killed by plastics. Its population had 
dropped from 300.000 to 12,000. 
Now it has a population of two 


million and 10.000 factories. 

Other FTAs include Tenerife, 
“which has nothing but rocks, with a 
turnover of $15,000 million. Andor- 
ra has a turnover of S12.Q00m. and 
Singapore a trade surplus of 
S13.000m. 

Hochman also reports interest by 
investors, and news reports have 
named Gal and Zim as two Israeli 
commercial giants which want a 
piece of the cake. 

Hochman said he particularly ex- 
pects high technology industries to 
come to Eilat because it mil be the 
one place in Israel where they can 
pay top salaries without having the 
taxman take the biggest bite. 
Although be is wary of making the 
town entirely dependent on tourism, 
he feels that tourists will come for 
the shopping, with air packages re- 
duced in price because of die . lo- 
wered fuel prices. At present, char- 
ter flights to EUat stop to take on fuel 
in Rhodes or Lamaca in Cyprus. He 
even envisages the town as a stopov- 
er for flights. 

He said he started working on the 
plan immediately after he was 
elected at the beginning of last year. 
The town was in dire straits: the 
Timna mines were closing, the port 
was stagnating because of the open- 
ing of the Suez Canal to Israeli 
shipping, a local power station had 
closed and the oil port too was barely 
functioning. The 35-year-old mayor 
said he was sure the FTA would be 
implemented “because we didn't 
have anything else." 

Hochman. who foresees an in- 


crease in the town's population from 
the present 12.000 to three or four 
times that number, admits that most 
of the residents have little idea of 
what the FTA means. His view is 
shared by Avi Kopito. whose real 
estate office is not far from the 
mayorYoffice. in the Richter shop- 
ping centre. 

Last year, he said, flats dropped in 
price, by 50 per cent. So far they 
haven't risen, but some sellers, those 
who can wait it out. have taken their 
property off the market. Flats in 
what he described as a "very, good 
area” are still selling for 538,000 to 
$65,000. depending bn size, he said. 
And the main buyers are not those 
coming for the FTA but British Jews 
interested in second homes. 

But FTA has brought a new in- 
terest in shops, of which a noticeable 
number stand empty' in every one of 
the town's shopping centres. But 
here too. he added, despite the in- 
terest. he hasn't seen any deals con- 
cluded recently. r 

The FTA also sounded good to 
Miko Sabag. who was piling up tren- 
dy jeans in his Boom Boutique in the 
new Shalom Plaza Shopping Centre. 
He admitted that business this year 
has been slow despite the full hotels 
this season. The FTA. he believes, 
will make it possible to artracT more 
buyers with lower prices. Mean-; 
while, like most Eilatis. he is waiting 
to see what will happen. 

But for the American investor, 
there are no such doubts. 

“This thing is going to be a revolu- 
tion." he savs.

’ ^ome and flat buyers should exer- 
cise caution before they sign any 
forms offered them by a real estate 
aggnt, private builder or even a 
contractor engaged by the buyer. 

That is the advice offered this 
v&bk by the Histadrut's Consumers 
Protection Authority in conjunction 
wtth the Israel Building Centre. The 
Gititre is an affiliate of the Ministry 
of Housing and Construction. 

When dealing with a builder or 
contractor, the authority urges, the 
home buyer should stick to those 
registered in the official Contractors 
Raster. In addition, ask the other 
side to show you his licence (to 
.Ascertain that it is currently valid) 
'arid his “professional classification 
certificate." Some contractors are 
certified to execute only specified 
work such as electric installation, 
plilmbing or foundations. 

11 A thin! document to examine is 
the contractor's “financial classifica- 
tion papers." These indicate- thp 

contracting^ 

wprlr- inr dbilir Itenfis - J ihe contract, 
tof may undertake at a single build- 
inesite. 

-Other things to look for are the 
following: 

' • Permits and deeds: has the con- 
tractor secured a building permit 
. from the local authority? Does he 
have full ‘ownership or a long-term 
lease on the land upon which he is 
building your property? 

• Plans: The sales agreement 
should include a set of building 
pia'ns. Were you given plans for both 
the building and for your flat? The 
Housing Sales law of 1973 also re- 
quires the seller to furnish you with a 
technical specification sheet showing ■ 
the building materials used, space 
tolerances, and related information. 

* Professional advice: As a lay- 
man. you should show all of the 


builders' or contractors' papers to a 
lawyer, engineer and architect be- 
fore you sign the agreement. It is in 
your interest to obtain in writing 
every oral promise, understanding' 
or agreement involving yourself and 
the other party. 

•. Delivery: Upon completion of 
the home, do not sign the transfer 
deed without first examiniilg the 
premises very carefully. If you are 
accepting it with defects, enter these 
into a protocol - which the builder or 
contractor should sign - and which 
specifies the details of the repairs to 
be made and the dates upon which 
they are to be completed. 

• Payment: never pay in cash - 
only by cheque. Remember, accord- 
ing to the Housing Sales law, the 
seller may not accept - for a flat 
under construction or yet to be built 
- more than 15 per cent of the sales 
price unless he insures your invest- 
ment by one or more of the methods 
prescribed by the law. 

Since violation of the Housing- 
Sales Law constitutes a crime,' you - 
•as the . aggrieved party-- cah* ^ 
idirectlp *o ithe po&cc.aridTile’ a cri- 
minal complaint against the builder 
or contractor.

TEL AVIV. - Some 1,600,000 
citizens will be eligible to vote in the 
Histadrut elections, scheduled for 
May 13. Voting will take place in 
4,500 polling stations around the 
country. 

The parties are already gearing up 
for the elections, though by common 
consent, all-out campaigning will not 
begin for another few weeks. The 
parties are expected to restrict their 
advertising to the printed media, as a 
means of keeping expenses down. 

The Labour Alignment list, which 
will be headed by Secretary-General 
Yisrael Kessar, has budgeted 
$450,000 for the campaign. Orga- 
nization is in the hands of central 
committee member Gideon Ben- 
Yisrael, while the information effort 
will be headed by Education and 
Cttlttirt^Depdftmfrnt ChaUfoKti': 
Nahum Fassa. ' ! r '* 

Several of the smaller parties 
chose the heads of their Histadrut 
lists during the past week, though - 
the final lists only have to be submit- 
ted by April 21. MK Ran Cohen, 
head of the present Sheli list, will 
head the Gtizens Rights Movement 
list, which is contesting the Histadrut 
elections for the first tune. Cohen 
beat CRM leader MK Shulamit Alo- 
ni by 29 votes to 1 1 in the candidacy 
contest held in the party’s executive. 

Shinui made history last week 
when it chose Rina Sha'ashua- 
Hason to head its list - the first 
woman to be so chosen. Sha’ashua- 
Hason derively beat faction leader 
Yigael Ben-Nun in a vote in the 
party council. 

It is undear whether MK Rafael 
Eitan will lead the Tehiya list in the 
elections - or even whether Tehiya 
will contest the elections at all. The 
party’s Tzomet faction decided ear- 
lier this week to bar Eitan from 
heading the list because of what it 


claimed was unfair distribution of 
portfolios between the two factions. 

The Tzomet rebellion could lead 
to the scrapping of the party's parti- 
cipation in the elections altogether. 
Party chairman MK Yuval Ne'eman 
is known to oppose participation on 
the grounds that Tehiya has a 
“national."' and not sectarian, call- 
ing. 

The election committee has a dual 
function: It both organizes the elec- 
tions and serves as the judicial body 
to oversee election practices. For 
instance, the committee will dedde 
whether a list should be banned on 
the grounds that it propounds racist 
doctrines. 

The elections will be monitored by 
the Interior Ministry, and a ministry 
representative sits on the election 
committee, chairman MK Aharon 
Harel said. He added that parties or

Mengele-hunters want to see CIA report 


FRANKFURT (Reuter). - West 
German investigators hunting Josef 
Mengelc said Wednesday they would 
ask to see U.S. intelligence reports 
that show the Nazi death-camp doc- 
tor may have been involved in a 
South American drug ring. 

According to sources quoted in 
the partially-censored CIA reports, 
Mengelc arrived in South America 
in 1951 and settled in Paraguay in 
1972. There he was “heavily in- 
volved in narcotics traffic,” the 
sources told (he CIA. 

Mengele obtained Paragnyan 
citizenship in 1959, but it was re- 
voked 20 years' later. The Asuncion 
government has said he left the 
country in 1960. 

Mengele, who would now be 73, is 
wanted by the German Federal Re- 
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public and Israel on charges of tak- 
ing part in the murder of 400.000 
Jews in Auschwitz where he con- 
ducted horrifying medical experi- 
ments on thousands of prisoners. 

Meanwhile, a West German in- 
vestigator has visited Portugal to 
check whether a man who commit- 
ted suicide in Lisbon last month was 
Mengele, the German embassy in 
Lisbon said. 

A weekly newspaper that covers 
criminal cases, said an elderly fore- 
igner who committed suicide with 
poison in a Lisbon boarding house 
on February 7 was Mengele.

The clash between Minister with- 
out Portfolio * Moshe Arens and 
Prime Minister Shimon Peres, over ' 
last week's meeting with Egyptian 
presidential envoy Osama al-Baz has 
helped outline the strengths and 
weaknesses of the National Unity 
Government, says a Labour Party 
minister. 

Absorption Minister Ya'acov 
Tsur told The Jerusalem Post that the 
differences between the Likud 'and 
the Alignment over the. al-Baz visit, 
showed that the national unity gov- 
ernment. while* strong enough to 
open negotiations with Arab govern- 
ments. would probably not be able 
to bring them to a conclusion. 

“It is hard to believe that the 
government would not disintegrate 
during negotiations." Tsur said. 
“The Likud, deep inside, rejects all 
negotiation with Jordan or with a 
Jordan-Palestine delegation. It 
dings tight to Camp David, as a 
tactic jo block all. fruitful negotia- 
tions with Jordan." 

Tsur asserted: “The Likud ignores 
the fact that Jordan does not have 
any commitment to Camp David.” 
In any case, he said, negotiations 
naturally lead to compromises, and 
“the Ukud rejects the idea of com- 
promise over Judea and Samaria.” 
He said that the two big parties 
would have to square up one day to 
the debate over fundamental princi- 


ple involved in the future of Judea 
and Samaria. “That, at least, would 
be a genuine, and an honest debate, 
not related to appointments or 
budgets.” 

Tsar said that the national uni ty 
government was unlikely to disinte- 
grate over issues like the withdrawal 
from Lebanon or the economy, as 
there was no real alternative to unity 
in those spheres. But it was quite 
likely to disintegrate over die issue 
•of Judea and Samaria. 

Ya'acov Friedler adds: In Haifa 
Wednesday, Tourism Minster Avra- 
ham Sharir said the only concrete 
results from Egyptian President 
Hosni Mubarak’s peace initiative “is 
that instead of making peace with 
the Arabs, we now have to make 
peace among the Jews.” 

Speaking to the Haifa Journalists' 
Association, Sharir said he did not 
know why the Egyptian . emissary 
bad to. come to Jerusalem “in the 
dead of night" to ask whether we 
were, ready to meet a Jordan- 
Palestinian deputation ‘“when he 
knew in advance that our answer is 
positive.” 

“He would have done better to 
come in broad daylight, so that die 
nations of this area and the whole 
world should witness the efforts to 
make peace,” Sharir said. 

But so far “it's all been much ado 
about nothing," he said. And he 
regretted that the affair had caused 
cracks in the national unity govern- 
ment. 


Thatcher, Mubarak to discuss Mideast peace

LONDON. - British Prime Minister 
Margaret Thatcher will discuss ways 
of encouraging the Middle .East 
peace process with Egypt's President 
Hdsni Mubarak when he visits Lon- 
don next week.

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Day care to 
cost 10% less 
next year

' Parents' will pay about 10 per cent 
less for their children's day care next, 
year and the fees will be calculated. 
for the first time on the basis erf both 
parents' salaries. These are' two of 
die recommendations of the Shitrit 
committee on day-care costs, made 
public Wednesday and to be im-i 
plemented by the next school year. 

,The findings of the committee, 
appointed by. Labour and Social . 
Affairs Minister Moshe Katsav and 
headed by MK Meir Shitrit, were 
accepted with minor reservations by 
the Parents* Action Committee. But. 
they were rejected by the two major 
women's organizations that operate - 
most of the country’s day-care cen- 
tres, Na’amat and Wizo. The leaders ' 
of both organizations, Masha 
Lubelsky and Adina Matalon. are to. 
meet with. Katsav next week to dis-’ 
cuss the committee's findings. 

The committee, which inclnded- 
representatives of the parents, the 
women’s organizations and the* 
ministry, was set up in December to 
complete an investigation into -the 
strucutre of day-care costs begun by 
an earlier panel. Areas, examined 
included manpower, maintenance, 
food, administration and tuition 
costs for the centres, which care for 
children from half-a-year to four 
yeaxsold. 

The committee found that the 
sent basis for fixing fees is inequit- 
able, because it takes into account 
only the- mother’s salary. Hence- 
forth, both parents' salaries should 
be calculated - along with the iuim- 1 
ber of children in the family -so that 
subsidies received by many high- 
income families will be redirected to 
families in need. This and other 
measures are expected to lower all 
day-care fees by about 10 per cent. 

' Katsav has already accepted the 
committee’s findings and appointed 
a committee to Implement them, 
some by April 1 and the rest by the 
beginning of the 5746 (1985-86) 
school year.

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Soviets: ‘Star wars’ threatens all mankind 


GENEVA (AP). - Hie Soviet Un- 
ion, in a new fierce denunciation of 
President Ronald Reagan's “star 
wars" concept, charged yesterday 
that it was an aggressive scheme that 
posed a “deadly threat for the whole 
of mankind.” 

Addressing the 40-nation Geneva 
Conference on Disarmament just 
five days before next Tuesday's re- 
sumption of arms talks between the 
two superpowers, Soviet chief dele- 


gate Victor Jssraelyan said “the 
genuine nature of the (American 
space-based defence) plans 
is.. .beyond any doubt clearly aggres- 
sive in its orientation.” 

‘The calculation that hides behind 
the euphemistic label 'strategic de- 
fence initiative' is to produce a shield 
that should make it possible after 
making the first nuclear strike to 
protect oneself against retaliation,'' 
he said. 


Mentioning the MX missile and 
other programmes, Issraelyan said 
the development of the space system 
coincided with an “unprecedented 
buildup” of American strategic nuc- 
lear arsenals. 

The Pentagon, he charged, is 
seeking “to establish conditions 
where it would only be necessary to 
adopt a decision on the practical 
deployment of the corresponding 
systems.” 

He charged that the U.S. was 


planning to build the system, and not 
just doing research as the U.S. has 
maintained. 

"It would be too naive to assume 
that the programme which has 
already been -started would be li- 
mited to the phase of research. Un- 
fortunately. the technical achieve- 
ments of military character have a 
dynamic of their own which triggers 
the deployment of weapons systems 
as soon as their production becomes 
technical I v feasible." 


Soviet media claim Zionists financed Hitler Reich’

An anti-Semitic campaign in the 
Soviet media has been stepped up 
recently with the radio broadcast of 
an interview with a prominent histo- 
rian who claimed that “the Zionists 
helped finance the Hitler Reich and 
the Nazi war machine.” 

According to the Public Council 
for Soviet Jewry in Tel Aviv, which 
has distributed the text of the inter- 
view, it is part of a trend of attacks on 
Jews and Israel on radio and TV and 
in the newspapers. 


Lev Koroayev, a 55-year-old 
historian and writer, claimed m the 
interview that “banks and com- 
panies controlled b'y Zionists 
energetically contributed to the 
financing of the Hitler Reich and the 
v Nazi war machine. Many of those - 
banks and companies today consti- 
tute the bulwark of international 
Zionism and support Tel Aviv’s (sic) 
course of aggression. " 

He continued: “In 1929, for inst- 
ance, -the Amsterdam-based bank- 
ing house Mendelsohn - and Com- 
pany gave Hitler SlO million. After 


the Nazis seized power in Germany, 
their ringleader was given another 
S126m. The list of U.S. banks and 
corporations which assisted in the 
rearmament of Germany and its pre- 
parations for the Second World War 
would well be a list of pro-Zionist 
institutions of that country.” 
Korneyev, who has written sever- 
al books about Zionism including 
Israel: Myths and Reality and The 
S ward of David . also claimed that 
the “union of former Silesians in 
Israel” maintains “close contacts 
with the West German revanchists 


and neo-Nazis.'* • 

The Russian author added that 
while Jews were included in the Red 
Army and fought against the Nazis, 
others were at the same time helping 
Hitler. 

The interview first appeared in the 
official news agency Tass and was 
broadcast on January 17 in English 
Soviet Jewry activists in Israel 
noted -that the anti-Semitic media 
campaign coincides with increasing 
physical attacks on Russian Jews by 
the KGB and a near-closing of the 
emigration gates. 


Brides by the busload for woman-starved Spaniards 


PLAN, Spain (Reuter). -The lonely 
men of this remote Spanish Pyre- 
nean village dusted ofF their Sunday 
suits and had a barber's shave yester- 
day as they spruced themselves up to 
welcome a caravan of would-be 
brides. 

The 140 women were travelling in 
three buses to meets some 120 
bachelors from Plan and nearby 
hamlets who triggered a stampede of 
suitors when they advertised for 
brides last year. 

The men got the idea of how to 
deal with a chronic shortage of 
women in their valley when they saw 


American director William Well- 
man's film Westward the Women , in 
which brides were brought across the 
U.S. to a womanless California 
town. 

The town erected a huge marquee 
to hold a dance last night at the 
beginning of three days of festivities 
with the women who replied to the 
bachelors' newspaper ads. 

The Plan singles, aged between 25 
and 80, selected their candidates, 
from more than 3.000 after pouring 
oveT photographs and other vital 
data. 

They said their plight was typical 


of many remote areas of Spain and 
Europe, and their initiative has been 
supported by local authorities and 
attracted worldwide media atten- 
tion. 

The village of Plan, which has just 
180 inhabitants, lies in the shadow of 
the 3,367-metre snow-capped 
Mount Posets. 

The region has suffered progres- 
sive depopulation as its small- 
holding agriculture gave way to the 
lure of industry and better-paid jobs 
in big cities. 

The single men, wbo have been 
issued with bachelor cards, said 


yesterday that they would not be 
rushing into marriage - and there are 
signs that they are getting choosy. 

Pilar Corral, a 35^year-old maiden 
from Madrid who arived here in 
advance, said she had been trying to 
court Jose Baila fora month without 
success. 

“He's obviously waiting to see the 
others.” she said. 

The regional Aragonese govern- 
ment contributed funds to help fi- 
nance the three-dav party. Officials 
estimate the whole operation will 
cost some six million pesetas 
(S32.000). 


Depurged Korean dissidents 
cease being non-persons 


SEOUL (AP). - For the first time 
since Early 1980. the names of South 
Korea's two best known dissident 
leaders have been splashed in front- 
page banner headlines and theiT 
smiling photos prominently carried 
in all major Seoul newspapers. 

The surprising change came after 
the government of President Chun 
Doo-Hwan abolished on Wednes- 
day its 4-year-old political blacklist 
for 14 people, including Kim Dae- 
Jung and Kim Young-Sam. . 

The measure, accompanied by the 
lifting of house arrest restrictions 
against Kim Dae-Jung, brought the 
iwb itogtfthei" ; In ' their Hist meeting 
“since fum'Dae-Jtihg was arrested in 
a military crackdown on May 17, 
1980. ' 

Although Kim Dae-Jung returned 
home on February 8 after two years 
of exile in the U.S. he was im- 
mediately placed under house 
arrest, and Kim Young-Sam was 
able to visit him only after the poli- 


tical blacklist was lifted Wednesday 
morning. 

Their meeting attracted an esti- 
mated ISO media people, including 
many from the Korean press. After- 
noon newspapers carried photos of 
the two smiling Kims embracing or 
shaking hands togehter after the 
government announcement on the 
end of the blacklist. 

Morning papers yesterday fol- 
lowed suit and three semi-offical 
newspapers, including the English- 
langiiage Korea Herald , were no 
exdtptibn." ■; " . ’ 

As. far. as the Korean press was 
concerned, the two Kims had been 
non-persons since 1980 except for 
rare occasions. Their names had sel- 
dom been used, much less their 
pictures, in local newspapers.

Greeks to beef up forces 
to meet ‘threat’ from Turkey 


ATHENS ( AP). - Greece will spend 
close to S3 billion on modernizing its 
armed forces over the next decade to 
meet what it sees as a threat from its 
NATO ally Turkev. 

Government spokesman Dimitri 
Maroudas said yesterday S2b. will be 
spent on buying 40 American-made 
F-16C and 40 French-made Mirage 
2000 jetfightere. Armed forces chief 
Gen. Nikos Souris signed letters of 
intent for the aircraft purchase on 
Wednesday, the spokesman said. 

Another $800 million will cover 
construction of four frigates and five 
landing craft for the Greek navy at 
Greek yards, along with refurbishing 
for five destroyers. 

"Modernization of our armed 
forces is linked with our new defence 
doctrine.” Maroudas said. Accord- 
ing to the doctrine Greece now gives 
priority to a security threat from the 
East. 

. "Our. country is under permanent. 


continuing and intense threat from 
our neighbour and ally Turkey. This 
special problem isn't recognized, 
even within the framework of the 
Atlantic Alliance." Premier 
Andreas Papandreou told Greek re- 
porters on Wednesday. 

The socialist premier, who also 
serves as defence minister, said 
Greece intended to diversify its arms 
sources and actively develop its own 
war industry. 

In a written parliamentary ques- 
tion submitted on Wednesday night, 
a group of New Democracy deputies 
attacked the socialist government 
for dragging its feet over the new 
aircraft purchase. 

“In the past- 40 months, Turkey 
has adopted a broad programme for 
modernizing and re-equipping its 
armed forces... and will have full air 
superiority if the Greek air force 
isn't soon supplied with a corres- 
ponding number of aircraft." they 
said.

Artificial heart not approved 
by FDA implanted in patient 


TUCSON. Arizona (AP). - 
Surgeons yesterday transplanted a 
human heart into a man who was 
kept alive for 11 hours by the 
emergency implant of a new type of 
artificial heart that has not received 
U.S. government approval, officiate 
said. 

Tire patient, an unidentified 32- 
' year-old. was listed in critical condi- 
tion with several significant com- 
plications. including congestive 
heart failure caused by fluid in the 
lungs, a university vice-president 
said. 

He said Dr. Jack Copeland, the 
surgeon who performed the trans- 
plant. reported that the complica- 
tions were “a direct result of the 
length of rime that the patient spent 
on the hearc-lun-g' machine” 
Wednesday while awaiting im- 
plantation of the artificial heart, and 
then his second human heart. 

The patient's vital signs were fairly 
stable. **Dr. Copeland indicates the 
prognosis is guarded.” the university 
spokesman said. . . 

The. patient on Wednesday re- 
ceived the first implant of a mecha- 
nical pump called the Phoenix 
Heart, which was designed by a 
dentist who specializes in recon- ’ 
structive surgery. The patient had.

LONDON. - A special military unit 
with the sole objective of liquidating 
FLO lead Yasser Arafat and-' his 
lieutenants has been set up in Syria. 

It operates under the direction of the 
Syrian military intelligence, headed 
by General Air Douba. 

The unit comprises between . 130 
and 140 veterans from two groups - 
Ahmed JibriTs Popular Front for-the 
Liberation of Palestine - General 
Command, and rebels of Arafat]^ 
Fatah wing, led by Abu Mussa . They 
underwent a special training prog- 
ramme for five weeks near Damas- 
cus towards the end of last year 

Their first victim was PLO “mod- 
erate” Fahd Kawasmeh. who Was 
assassinated in Amman. Jordan, at 
the end of December. 

The decision to create the anti- 
Arafat murder squad is in line with 
the resolution of the Ba'atfa congress 
in Damascus Last January, which 
denounced Arafat's policies. It •de- 
scribed the meeting of the PLO 
National Council, held earlier" in 
Amman which endorsed Arafat's 
leadership as “divisive,” and aimed 
towards “the elimination of the 
Palestinian struggle.” Hence the jus- 
tification for the campaign to , -ex- 
ecute the "traitors" to the Palesti- 
nian struggle. 

Arafat seems to be well informed 
through bis own agents in Damasms-' 
about this latest Syrian initiative 
has developed plans for countering 
the Syrian-sponsored campaign 
against his leadership by stirring up 
trouble against the Assad regime. . 

During the funeral in Amman of 
Kawasmeh, Arafat is known to hhve 
met Adnan Sa'ad el Din. a leader.of 
the Syrian exile movement, r the 
National Alliance for the Liberation 
of Syria. They discussed plans to 
destabilize Assad's regime. A sub- 
stantial sum of money is said to h£ve 
been provided by Arafat out of PLO 
funds to assist the operations of^he 
National Alliance. 

Meanwhile, conflicting reports 
continue to appear about the state’of 
President Assad's health. His vigor- 
ous performance at the Ba'ath ggnr 
gress last January suggested that tafr 
had made an excellent recovery frqm 
the serious heart attack he suffered a 
few months earlier. , . 

However, there are also indura- 
tions that he is no longer capable of 
working a full day. Although be is 
able to perforin normally for sfrort 
fas' ^rio^.scheduJe. is 
now restricted to only three, to . four 
hours a day. This weariness is 
thought to be due to his chronic 
diabetes having affected his kidneys. 

Evidence for the suggestion that 
Assad is suffering from both h^art 
and kidney trouble is provided by 
the feet that a Soviet medical team 
that was flown to Damascus' to^p 
attend to him on December 26 com- ’ 
prised two cardiologists and a uro- 
logist.

Israel wdl strike back with 
vengeance, he warned. 

The main victims of that 
vengeance, however, will not be the 
Shrire terrorists, but the people they 
claim to represent: the Shiites them- 
selves. 

Tyre and its environs are a sad 
place to visit. The orange groves are 
untended, the shops mostly dosed, 
and the streets pockmarked by pot- 
holes. Twisted electric pylons and 
damaged houses; omnipresent 
armoured personnel carriers; and a 
potential de facto death sentence for 
pulling a walkie-talkie out of your 
pocket. These are the realities of 
Tyre today. 

They have been brought about by 
a fringe element that is sowing mis- 
ery and destruction for reasons that 
have nothing to do with the interests 
of the people who have to live in the 
hell of Tyre. The farmers of the 
south are neither communists nor 
Islamic fanatics: the merchants are 
not firebrand revolutionaries. But it 
is they' who are pay ing the price. 

There are still six months to go. 
Since human considerations in Leba- 
non have never taken precedence 
over political ones, the situation can 
only be expected to get worse. Last 
Sunday, the cabinet opened the final 
chapter in this three-year misadven- 
ture. Just as Israel has drawn its 
conclusions from this war. it is now 
up to the people of Southern Leba- 
non to draw theirs. 

Peace is possible, but only if if is 
mutual.

Israel - more than 60 have been 
killed so far - is bound to have an 
impact on the residents in the secur- 
ity belt. 

Hostile elements are already- 
trying to penetrate the security belt 
to disprove claims that it is quiet, 
said a senior source. 

■ “The population will eventually 
decide whom it is safer to support." 
said Ariel Merari, a psychologist and 
a Tel Aviv University expen on 
terrorism. 

His evaluation of the current 
mood in the envisaged security belt 
was shared by an Israeli officer who 
had earned himself a reputation for 
being an expert on the population: 
The residents of Taibe, Adeisse. Mis 
el-Jebel and a dozen other Shi'ite 
villages in the projected security belt 
have ‘‘been with us” since 1978. 

“They learnt to live in peace with 
us; there are ties and good- 
neighbourly relations. They behave 
like the Christians in Klea and Mar- 
jay oun, and they don't want a cen- 
tral Lebanese authority.” said the 
officer. 

But Merari doubted that attitude 
would prevail. The Shi'ites north of 
the projected security belt decided it 
was safer to support Amal than the 
IDF and rbeir decision turned out to 
be expedient when the IDF with- 
drew and collaborators were mur- 
dered. 

Some officers in Southern Leba- 
non nevertheless believe that ties 
between Israel and the residents 
within the security belt will be main- 
tained. Israel will no doubt be no 
more resolute in fighting guerrillas in 
the security belt than north of it. 

Thus, in the absence of any politic- 
al agreement even with Amal - and 
none is now in the offing - the 
security one will inevitably become a 
battleground between Israel and its 
allies on the one -hand, and the 
guerrillas on the other. 

Some IDF officers believe a 
shrunken SLA force will still be 
effective then: “I don't have to con- 
vince my SLA men it’s important to 
hold Jebel Reiftan,” said one of the 
instructors at his headquarters sur- 
rounded by a high earthen wail. 
"They understand that they defend 


their own homes, even if they are 15 
kilometres away. They realize there 
is no need to fight from their yards 
among the chickens and the geese. " 

It is also doubtful that the popula- 
tion - especially the Shi'ites - wfll 
cooperate with Israel. Haddad, for 
example, never exercised any real 
control oxer what had been consi- 
dered "his" western sector. The sup- 
port he did have was. apparently, of 
questionable value. 

The Shi'ites joined the Haddad 
militia in 197$ because they had a 
common enemy - the PLO. accord- 
ing ro Clinton Bailey, a Tel Aviv 
University expen on ;he Shi'ites. 

The PLO had been disliked by all 
Shi'ites and Amal wa» fighting them. 
But there is no reason to believe that 
Shi'ites will join the Christians to 
fight other Shi'ites. 

Nor. he continued, will Christians 
from Klea risk their lives patrolling 
Shi'ite villages on Israel’s behalf un- 
less the IDF is in the area . 

And here there is a catch. If 
Israel's presence is overt. Amal will 
have more of a reason to continue 
fighting. But if it is not overt, then 
Israel's supporters will be demoral- 
ized. 

Israel's decision to withdraw has 
already affected morale ir. the SLA. 
and IDF instructors base felt it 
necessary to deliver rep talks. 

The feeling of being cut 'iff came 
through during a conversation 1 had 
with Samekh. who had a business in 
Abu Dhabi and recently returned to 
Marjayoun. He was. he said, sup- 
porting a niece studying in Beirut 
whose father had been killed in the 
bombing of the U.S. Embassy there. 

“How do you go to Beirut?" I 
asked. 

His response was uproarious 
laughter: "I don't go to Beirut.” he 
said eventually. 

The last rime he had travelled 
there, he sailed from Sidon. but the 
boat was shot at. He is afraid to go 
overland through hostile territory 
because he may be on the blacklist as 
a resident of Marjayoun and as a 
member of the SLA. 

. The problem is even worse for Ali. 
a 19-year-oid Shi'ite soldier from 
Nabativa. Aii ran awav from home 
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to join the SLA: “Mv parents didn't 
want me to join the army," he ex- 
plained. 

Later a cousin visited him from 
Beirut and delivered a warning front 
Amal: unless Ali quit the force, they 
will "drink" his blood, his father's 
uid brothers'. . 

Ali decided to sfav jfi tfieJillA ‘;to 
protect my home and the residents of 
Nabatiya.’’ but he added he will quit 
the force when the SLA leaves 
Nabatiya. 

By then he could be a security risk 
for Isrel. Today, every’ collaborator 
risks his life and SLA soldies are 
attacked when they are alone or 
on leave. Ali could be under press- 
ure to prove his rehabilitation by 
changing sides before the IDF with- 
draws. 

"If they move with us, they’ll 
sever their ties with their families 
and may expose them to danger." 
said an Israeli officer. 


PERMITTING THE SLA to remain 
in Nabatiya and other areas outside 
the Israeli-controlled zone is not on 
the cards. IDF officers have been 
emphatic that the SLA must pull out 
of all areas which the Israel army 
vacates.- • • • : ■ 

The sources explained this move 
as an expression of concern for the 
SLA,, to protect it from Lebanese 
revenge. 

But there is more to it than that: 
letting the SLA out of Sight while it 
continues to be an Israeli client could 
present problems. There could, for 
example, be a repetition of Sabra 
and Shatilla. 

Major efforts will undoubtedly be 
directed to gathering intelligence on 
which to base counter-guerrilla 
raids. And that would always leave 
open ihe option to send more troops 
in for ad hoc operations lasting up to 
several days. 
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"WHEN THERE IS an income tax, 
the just man will pay more and the 
unjust less on the same amount of 
income.*' Plato the Greek philo- 
sopher said that 1.500 years ago. and 
his observation holds water to this 
day, with one modification: not only 
the integrity of the taxpayer is at 
stake; the wisdom Of the tax- 
collector - the government - must 
also be called into question. 

No one likes paying taxes. That is 
a fact of life and legislators should 
take it into account. A sensible gov- 
ernment can minimize inducements 
to break the law; a stupid one can 
maximize the inducements to break 
it. Many governments are stupid in 
this respect, including the Israel gov- 
ernment. 

According to Yoram Gabbai, 
head of the research department of 
the State Revenue Administration, 
most Israelis pay their dues in full, 
but not all. Some cheat the author- 
ities. Others escape paying taxes 
either quite legally (by using all the 
loopholes they can find) or not so 
legally, by applying unrelenting 
pressure on officials and politicians 
to bend the regulations in their 
favour. 

Of those who operate within the 


law, the most active are the business 
companies. The larger the undertak- 
ing. it must be said, the less it is likely 
to "evade" its tax obligations, by 
cooking the accounts or whatever. 

Israel is a country of big firms, and 
these firms are themselves often 
parts of bigger chains or conglomer- 
ates. Their finances are checked by 
auditors and their activities are easy 
to supervise. Breaking the law is for 
them an unprofitable exercise. 

But the larger the undertaking, 
the more energetic and skilful it is at 
getting round the law. "They have 
batteries of legal experts, financial 
wizards and tax specialists at their 
disposal," says Gabbai. "Their top 
officials spend a lot of time in gov- 
ernment offices, pushing hard to get 
loans earlier than scheduled, to ex- 
tract a bigger sum than was planned, 
to secure a longer grace period for 
repayment. 

“The tax laws are very complex, 
and their rigidities can make life 
difficult. Suppose a company chat is 
supposed to export 50 per cent of its 
output within five years has only 
exported 45 per cent. Should it for- 
feit 3 ll its loan privileges? It will 
press for flexibility - and it knows 
how to press. 


"These industrialists are around 
while laws are being drawn up. If this 
or that detail in a draft bill displeases 
them, they will go to the minister, to 
their contacts in the party or to the 
Knesset Finance Committee. They 
will explain their objections, and I'm 
not saying there is no validity’ in wbzt 
they say." 

They want to promote output and 
promote exports - but they also wan: 
to promote profits. 


WHY ARE tax laws complex? Why 
can't they be simplified? Two 
reasons: First, the government has 
run the economy into three-figure 
inflation, and that plays havoc with 
the tax regulations. An Income Tax 
Law in Times of Inflation bad 10 be 
passed - and it does not work. 

The second reason is that the 
government chooses to give sub- 
sidies through the fiscal system. The 
Capital Investments Law grants re- 
bates to new investments in export 
industries and in development areas. 
The Research and Development law 
(the so-called Elsdnt Law ) remits 
tax on investments used to finance R 
andD. 

Results are daunting from the tax- 
collector's point of view. The com- 
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INFLATION ASIDE, there is 
something wrong with the whole 
system of dishing out benefits 
through the fiscal mechanism. The 
best arrangement, as the Ben- 
Shachar Committee declared in its 
day, is one simple tax scale for 
everybody, with no exceptions. . 

Says Gabbai: “If the authorities 
want to subsidize companies, they 
should do so through a cash grant." 
It would figure in the expenditure 
columns of the budget. Everybody 
would know who is getting what and 
how much the whole thing costs. 

The present back-banded method 
makes inroads into the revenue and 
nobody knows how great the dam- 
age is until, after the passage of 
many years, interested parties can 
work out retrospectively f if they 
have the time) what sum each com- 
pany had matfog&ftdprife ont of the' 
state's coffers. 

* ,i; Gabbai cites" an’ example: "Sup- 
pose we want to subsidize invest- 
ments in R and D to the tune of 
S60m. The logical way would be to 
do it directly, by sending cheques to 
the recipients. 

“But the indirect way is preferred. 
The purchase of shares has been 
made tax -deductible, provided the 
proceeds are channelled to R and D. 
A person buys S10Q of equity, and 
the company gets S250 of money, the 
rest coming from the Treasury. The 
company will arrange that its shares 
are worth SI 10 on the market, so the 
investor does not lose. 

“The big gam goes to the com- 
pany.” What bothers Gabbai is that 
no one knows how much gain 
accrues to the recipients of these 
bounties. “We may be giving them 
not Sorim. of subsidy but SlOOm.. 
and that is a wasteful use of scarce 
funds. The companies concerned are 
flush with money and increase the 
salaries of their staff - which wasn't 
the purpose of the exercise.” 

Once a tax concession is made, it 
tends :o be irreversible. Budget ex- 
penditure is revised continuously, 
but fiscal exemptions stay put. Resi- 
dents in development townships get 
a tax credit of 7 per cent. Yet m the 
last 20 years, things have changed. 
Why does Ma'ale Adutnim rate a tax 
credit if Gilo manages without? ft 
makes no difference, the develop- 
ment areas see their privilege as a 
social right. Try removing it in any 
place, say Gabbai. there will be a 
public uproar. 

Besides, it is far from clear 


EVERYBODY is interested in 
health and fitness these days and the 
promoters of exercise have new 
trends to offer such as aerobics and 
“stretch.” as in intensive stretch or 
California stretch and “workout." 

Aerobics means "with air” and 
refers to any highly active exercise 
that increases the oxygen demands 
of the body, hence exercising the 
cardiorespiratory system. Jumping, 
jogging, running, cycling and swim- 
ming are all considered aerobic in 
nature, healthful when the pulse rale 
is raised slowly and then kept raised 
continuously for approximately 5 to 
15 minutes. Aerobics classes are 
gymnastics classes with both regular 
exercises and jumping in one form or 
another. 

According to Rita Lazar, certified 
instructor and former teacher at rhe 
L’nixesity of Stockholm. "If the goal 
is to have an overall fitness program- 
me in a 45-60 minute session . it is not 
recommended to include more than 
15 minutes of jumping in an aerobics 
class since a longer period will simply 
fatigue the body too much to follow- 
up effectively with strengthening 
and stretching exercises." It is essen- 
tial, she adds, to warm up slowly 
before the aerobic effort, to allow 
muscles to raise their level of effi* 
ciencv and adjust to the added stress, 
thereby preventing injuries. 

The jumping portions of aerobics 
class require sufficiently padded 
(jogging-type) shoes, .and jumpers 
must be careful to slowly roil down 
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ponies ought in principle to-be con- 
tributing something like 35 per cent 
of all. the country's revenue from 
income - tax. Thanks to the distor- 
tions made possible by the laws men- 
tioned here." receipts have dropped 
in recent years ro 30. 18 and 16 per 
cent. 

- This year is the worst (largely 
because "of the Income Tax Law in 
Times of Inflation). The Treasury 
predicted in its budget that company 
tax would provide 14.5 per cent of 
total yield in 1984/85. Figures 
already show that the intake will not 
exceed 13 per cent. 

To be fair, one of the reasons for 
this decline is the dismal situation of 
the banks after the bank-share col- 
lapse of 19S3. Before that they paid 
taxes in full without any rebates, and 
they accounted for 30 per cent of the 
state's income from business com- 
panies. This year, they are paying 
practically nothing because they 
have only losses to show. 

Are things going to get better? 
The imerimrecbmmendatioDS of the 
Steinberg Committee, appointed to 
examine what to do about taxation in 
times of inflation, will hopefully be 
applied in the coming year, which 
does not mean much. Investments 
are henceforth to be offset against 
tax over a period of years and no^ 
straight away. The rules on inventor- 
ies are to heightened. 

These modest reforms should aug- 
ment tax receipts by 5300ra.. raising 
the companies' contribution to 16.5 
per cent of the whole. The Steinberg 
Committee's final report has not 
been published yet. so the revolu- 
tionary part of its recommendations 
is still awaited. 

With luck inflation may be over- 
come in the meantime, in which case 
the report will be ready for shelving 
as soon as it is printed." 
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whether the various tax exemptions 
achieve their stated developmental 
purpose. Night-shift workeis have 
lately been granted the right to . a 
flat-rate tax on their earnings of 25 
per cent - which is a considerable 
benefit and a costly one to the Treas- 
ury (in other words, to other tax- 
payers).

“Wage levels, 
are half the levels prevailing in West- 
ern Europe, but consumption levels 
are higher, something tike three- 
quarters. To make good the short- 
falls. people indulge in moonlight- 
ing. 

“On these illicit earnings, they 
generally don't pay tax - indeed, 
thev often dare not. Technicians

Going abroad re- 
quires close to S20.OH) a year from 
the student for tuition, school and 
personal expenses, which makes it 
very much a rich-man's game. 

A school of veterinary medicine is 
intrinsically a good thing. Certainly 
not an evil’to be fought. Subsidizing 
Israeli students to study veterinary 
medicine at S900 a year is also 
meritorious. 

But the question in 1985 is 
whether Israel can afford such good 
things. And whether these good 
things should have top priority in the

IN KEEPING with its reputation 
for probity, sobriety and frugality, 
the celebrations for Nahariya's 50th 
year have been planned on modest, 
unostentatious lines. The prime 
minister opened the official celebra- 
tions by telling the assembled 
citizens, old-timers and newcomers, 
what great people we are, what a 
wonderful town we have, and how 
much the rest of the country admires 
us. AH of which we knew, but it was 
nice to have it confirmed at such a 
high level. 


At the school, special lessons are 
being given on the early days of the 
town. The students have difficulty in 
recognizing, under the tree-lined 
avenues and the neat apartment 
blocks, the muddy swamp and mar- 
shy flatlands that their grandparents 
came to live in and transform. Tt 
must be bard for them to believe, in 
these days of home-computers and 
deep-freezers, that the first settlers 
lived in flimsy huts - damp and cold 
in winter, suffocating in summer - 


and read their agricultural manuals 
by candlelight. 

Ya'acov Powker was one of a 
small group who. in 1934. followed 
the three optimistic dreamers - 
Reich. Soskin and Loewy - to make 
his home on the unpromising ter- 
rain. He was one of the few- early 
settlers who knew something about 
growing things- and he even spoke 
Hebrew, which made him quite uni- 
que in the area then - and for many 
years to come. 

The proposals of the three first 
planners to build a town had been 
turned down by the Jewish Agency 
as impracticable, too far from Jewish 
settlement and impossible to imple- 
ment. But the three inspired follow- 
ers were determined to succeed, 
even without official sanction. 

The land was bought privately, 
and the owner. a Beiruti, was not 
reluctant to part with it. Two young 
men. Walter Dayan and Ludwig 
Somme rfelt. joined the Powkers 
and. with another youngster. Alfred 
Rosenblatt, thev scratched the 


ground into vegetable gardens and 
built hen coops while they were still 
in tents, bringing their water from 
three kilometres aw’ay. 

Ya'acov Powker. now an energe- 
tic 82. tends a 1 0-dunam plot of frail 
trees and grass. He remembers how- 
hard it was to compete with the 
Lebanese with their first fruits and 
vegetables. “Ours were scientifically 
grown." he retails, “and nicely 
packed. But they undercut us all the 
time. We’d send carts full of stuff as 
far os Jerusalem and barelv cover 


we told him he'd never make a living 
at it." 


our expenses. 

He hired himself out as a gardener 
to make ends meet. Walter Dayan 
became a cowman. His wife made 
cheeses and cream from their small 
surpluses. 

“With two cows we supplied all of 
Nahariya." says Hannah Dayan, 
now in' a comfortable apartment a 
stone's throw from her first primitive 
home. “Five hundred people didn't 
need so much, and when Strauss - 
now one of the largest dairy-produce 
firms in the Middle East - started. 


AS MORE people were attracted to 
the area, mostly from Germany, a 
farmers* cooperative was formed 
and a generous capitalist caned 
Lieberman subsidized instruction 
for the intellectuals and profession- 
als who were new- to the tend. It was 
□o longer necessary to plow with the 
book in one hand. 

But determination and effort did 
not bring prosperity, and most fami- 
lies barely made oat. Home-raised 
poultry and eggs were expensive 
luxuries. 

It was time for fresh inspiration. 
There was the warm, calm 
Mediterranean and the long, sandy 
beach. Others besides themselves 
would enjoy it. too. Maybe even pay 
for the privilege. 

The Fanners* Cooperative ex- 
panded into a Beach Cooperative 
and started developing the natural 
resources. Everyone took in paying 
guests, with the local family moving 


“AND WHEN the people saw that 
Moses delayed to come down from 
the mount, the people gathered 
themselves together unto Aaron and 
said unto him: ‘Up. make us a god 
who shall go before us; as for this 
Moses, the man who brought us out 
of the land of Egypt, we know not 
what is become of him* " (Exodus 
32:1). 

According to the rabbis in the 
Midrash, Moses arrived six hours 
later than expected. They derive this 
from the usage of the word boshesh 
in the Hebrew narrative, whiclr 
' means delayed, but sounds like bo 
shesh . meaning came at six. Thus, 
the Israelites did not even give them- 
selves more than six hours to be 
concerned and agonize about what 
might have happened to their leader 
before they gathered to demand a 
replacement. 

Worse than that was soon to 
come, when, shortly afterwards, as 
the Golden Calf was cast, they proc- 
laimed: “This is your god. O Israel, 
which brought you out of the land of 
Egypt!" (verse 4).

When Moses was late in returning 
and the people of Israel w ere in need 
of a.ieader. they turned to Aaron to 
make them a new ieader to replace 
Moses. Why. asks Reb Shmuel. 
didn't they request of Aaron to 
assume leadership and step into the 
place of Moses? Aaron, after a!i. was 
a person they knew and loved: he 
was always at Moses' side from the 
earliest stages of the campaign for 
freedom. 

Was he not the most “natural" 
successor to Moses, who bad failed 
to return on time? 

The fact that the Israelites did noi 
appoint Aaron, but looked instead 
for a Golden Calf, teaches us that 
people seek someone from the ous- 
s ide. even if he is but a senseless calf, 
rather than choose one from among 
themselves, with whom they are 
well-acquainted, even if be U as 
great and experienced as Aaron, 
their acclaimed high priest. 

The same psychology, Reb 
Shmuel concluded, applies to many 
an organization and institution in 
our day that will seek out “guest 
lecturers'' or "foreign experts."

tion, in which be draws many paral- 
lels between this and other stories in 
Exodus and modern liberation strug- 
gles. Moses, according to Walzer, 
was the prototypical revolutionary 
leader and the biblical account of the 
Israelites* journey" to freedom is a 
seminal political , document. It is no 
coincidence that the book of Exodus 
has been cited by St. Augustine. 
Thomas Aquinas. MachiaveUL John 
Knox, Hegel. Marx, Lincoln Stef- 
fens and liberation theologians in, 
Latin America, among; others* to 
support policies or score debating 
points. 

Exodus appeals because the story 
is deeply embedded in western cul- 
ture. The biblical account of the 
deliverance from Egypt is the lead- 
ing model for the idea of revolution 
in political thought. 

The crucial text in Exodus, says 
Walzer. is chapter 32 in which Moses 
calls on the Levites to use their 
swords against their own people, 
slaying about 3.000 men. Moses 
issues the order after doming down 
from Mt. Sinai with the Ten Com- 
mandments. only to find the tribes 
worshipping a golden calf. This long- 
ing of the Israelites to return to the 
habits of Egypt might be called the 
first counter-revolution. And the 
slaughter might be called the first 
revolutionary purge. Indeed, the 
episode illustrates, according to 
Walzer (who also wrote Just and 
Unjust Wars) a basic political prob- 
lem - “when can the sword rightly be 
used and by whom can it rightly be 
used." j 

The account in Exodus gives itself, j 
of coarse, to different readings, j 
Alongside the Leninist reading just 
suggested, there is also a social 
democratic reading that stresses the 
indirection of the march and the role 
of Moses as a pedagogue and de- 
emphasizes the story of the Golden 
Calf. “The story could be read either 
way and that is why it has been read 
so long and so hard." However, the 
reading of Exodus supported by 
Walzer is that “the people can move 
only in gradual stages from bondage 
to freedom... Spiritually and politi- 
cally. it is very slow, a matter of two 
steps forward, one step back." 

A newly freed slave in 1862. writ- 
ing to his fellows, provides a nice 
example. He says, “There most be 
no looking back to Egypt. Israel 
passed forty years in the Wilderness. 
What if we cannot see right off the 
green fields of Canaan? Moses could 
not either. We must snap the chains 
of Satan and educate ourselves and 
our children. It is a long march to 
freedom."

Thus, Major General Burns . dur- 
ing subsequent questioning by Re- 
publican Mark Siljander of Michi- 
gan; strongly defended the adroinis- 
tration's derision to increase by $400 
. million the military aid to Israel in 
the pending 1986 fecal year budget. 
The new total is Si .8 billion. . 

Bums said the military ties be- 
tween the two countries provide 
■‘mutual benefits.” He cited the 
“tremendous amount of exchange” 
between the U.S. and Israel on • 
mfStary-related matters, including 
technology advances. He also 
pointed out that “a great deal” of the 
SL8 billion remains in the United 
States to pay American defence 
manufacturers for weapons purch- 
ased by Israel. 

But “first and foremost,” he 
added, the assistance is aimed at 
helping Israel maintain a qualitative 
edge over its Arab adversaries. 

W ALLI S, in his opening statement. 

. referred. to another U.S. objective 
fax making the military grants avail- 
able to Israel. “Israel’s ability 
and willingness to take the steps 
necessary for peace depend in part 

. already contained three references 
to the obligation to destroy every 
vestige of Amalek (Exodus 17,

-■What is more, we are emphatically 
told three times that, unlike Saul, 
the Jews of the Persian empire did 
not toudfci anyloot. 

And we celebrate the downfall of 
Hamah and his henchmen. As a 
matter of fact, we are told that in the 
Messiah-Time ail the mo’adim (the 
Vset-time” festivals in the Jewish 
calendar) will be abolished except 
Yom Kip pur and Purim, and all the 
books of tiie Bible set aside except 
the Tore and Esther. 

Yes; the Jews gloat over the down- • 
fall of an enemy, especially of the 
archetypal enemy Amalek-Haman. 
Who wishes to destroy Jewry and 
Judaism. Many Jews, even Ortho- 
dox ones, ' do not like this 
“tzhuE^haltti-revasdust” spirit, and 
feel uncomfortable with Purim and 
the book of Esther, even with certain 
aspects of the Pessah liturgy- . 

They quote the passage in Trac- 
tate Megiflah Kfcu God does not 
rejoice over . the downfall of the 
wicked: Said Rabbi Yohanan: When 
the Egyptians were drowning in the 
Red Sea, the Ministering Angels 
started to sing. God reprimanded 
them: “My creatures are drowning, 
andyousing!” 

•: The anti-triumphal lists do not 
quote the end of this discussion. It is 
- worthwhile bearing in mind. Im- 
mediately after the above, we read in 
the Talmud: Rabbi Elazar said: God

1984 and January 1985 may repre- 
sent an important step toward the 
needed delinking of incomes ftom 
increases in the consumer price in- 
dex and exchange rate movements.” 
the report said. 

“Of equal importance, reductions 
in budget expenditures are required 
to curtail aggregate demand and the 
monetary expansions associated 
with government dencii spending. If 
the link between wages and consum- 
er price increases were loosened and 
if aggregate domestic demand press- 
ures' were also reduced via fiscal 
policy measures, real costs in Israel 
could be expected to decline with 
positive impacts on both export com- 
petitiveness and profitability." 

The lengthy report, which re- 
viewed in considerable derail the

Wallis and the others insisted that 
the clock vk:is ticking. Yes. they 
usreed. there would be domestic 
political problems, unemployment 
and pain in the necessary adjust- 
ments to the Israeli economy. But a 
continued delay, they maintained. 
Mould make a recovery even more 
difficult later - if not impossible. 
They ev en raised the spectre of a real 
"crash” and "panic” in Israel unless 
these remedial steps were taken very, 
quickly. The* spoke in those dire 
terms. 

Wallis said the Israeli government 
has informed Washington in recent 
iLii*. that it did not plan to undertake 
any such additional measures for the 
time being. This has been very de- 
pressing to the Americans. 

There was some good news for 
Israel during the hearing. Almost all 
of :hc members of the subcommittee 
v oiccd strong support for Israel. This 
is probably the most pro- Israel panel 
tn Congress. Indeed. Wallis. Mur- 
phy and company were roundly criti- 
cized for delaying the economic aid 
recommendation for Israel. Demo- 
crats Tom Lantos and Mel Levine of 
California. Robert Torricelli of New 
Jersey and Gary Ackerman of New 
York joined Republicans Siljander 
of Michigan. Chris Smith of New 
Jersey and Ben Gilman of New York 
in appealing for a speedy administra- 
tion economic aid proposal for 
Israel. Their pressure - as well as 
that coming from many others in 
Congress - is likely to result in the 
long-awaited package later this 
month. But whether that genuinely 
helps ease the economic crisis in 
Israel or merely serves as a stop-gap 
bandage remains to be seen.

Senior government official? in 
Cairo stress that a PLO without 
George Habash. Naif Hawatme and 
Ahmed Jibril is an entirely different 
PLO. 

Ali pointed out in this connection 
that Hussein's meeting with Mubar- 
ak was preceded by a visit of three 
senior PLO officials to Amman, who 
fully accepted Hussein's explanation 
of his agreement with Arafat, with- 
out any changes. 

•. Ali said the Egyptian delegation at 
the Ghardaka talks was pleased that 
Hussein had insisted that not even 
one letter in his agreement with 
Arafat be changed. 

As seen from Cairo, the "new" 
PLO appears far more moderate 
than before. "It is without the fana-

tics who often kill one another." 
according to the Egyptian view. 

Speaking about relations with 
Israel. Ali said: "Bilateral relations 
are there. All we have to do is to give 
life to the peace treaty. In fact. 
Israelis are everywhere, as tourists, 
journalists and in the Academic 
Cultural Centre which has been re- 
newed." Ali takes pride in the fact 
that tomorrow he will open the 
Egyptian fair which will include an 
Israeli pavillion. just as he opened 
the book fair, including an Israeli 
stand, several weeks ago. 

Stressing that one has to build now 
for the future and should not dwell 
too much on the past. Ali neverthe- 
less voices a number of complaints. 


which in his view soured relations. 
“We should not speak about the last 
two-three years, because many 
things happened which could spoil 
our relations. There was the destruc- 
tion of Yamit. the invasion of Leba- 
non and suspension of our dia- 
logue.” Ali said. 

He charged the former Likud gov - 
emment with having stopped ~ the 
dialogue. "I was foreign minister for 
four years and we could have talked 
about Taba. as well as a number of 
other issues, but it was Israel which 
stopped the talks. Now you are with- 
drawing from Lebanon and I hope 
that you will soon withdraw to the 
international border. But what is 
happening with the Shi’ites. who are 
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Julian Qiagrin... intellectual and slapstick, style of comedy. 
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human beings, could also spoil the 
relations somehow." Ali said. 

Looking towards the future, the 
Egyptian Prime Minister lists a num- 
ber of credit points for Israel. "You 
have already taken some steps to 
make life easier in the West Bank 
with some confidence-building mea- 
sures. There is a hopeful start to the 
Taba talks regarding a possible in- 
volvement of the MFO and we hope 
to be able to move soon to arbitra- 
tion. That gives a boost to our rela- 
tions and we will try and help. 

“Israel should realize that a com- 
prehensive peace in the region 
means that Egypt will be a bridge 
between Israel and the Arab world. 
This is important to you. Not only 
beina linked to California.” Ali con- 
cluded. "■■••• 


THE SET was relatively simple - a 
chunk of audience in the back- 
ground. five rows of about six scats 
each - and Julian Chagrin, the mime 
conductor.

An “aperitif" was shown on 
Israel TV last Wednesday, but it 
remains to be seen whether Israelis 
wQl laugh and ask for more or con- 
tinue to put him on the menu only for 
Purim. 

Chagrin was launched by Anto- 
nioni in the late-60s film Blow-up, 
where he mimes the tennis match in 
the last scene. “That got me lOyears' 
work.” he says. 

He tours frequently with his one- 
man show, and has done several 
short films. One is a 12-minute gem 
called. The . Concert, .which, was 
nominated for ah Academy Award. 
Filmed behind the Royal Albert 
Hall, it features Chagrin playing the 
black and white “keys” of a cross- 
walk, to an attentive traffic jam. 

The current project expands on a 
peculiar marriage between sight gags 
and concerts of well-known classical 
music. Chagrin is the» much- 
perturbed conductor. Sefi Rivlin is 
his leading valet and side-kick; in 
one instalment Chagrin is a one-man 
orchestra conducted outside the 
Mann Auditorium by an unruffled 
Zubin Mehta. 

Chagrin has been in Israel on and 
off for about nine years, having 
come for a holiday and happened 
upon a lot of work. What's his con- 
nection? Well, his father was Jewish 
and his grandfather owned a piece of 
Mount Carmeh "I think it was the 
top.”' 

He can make more money else- 
where. but says “in Israel I feel very 
much... ‘at home' is not the word. I

Everyone knows Menahem

r. THERE CAN BE UTTLE doubt that the basketball match between 
Maccabi Tel Aviv and Maccabi Ramat Gati held at the Jerusalem's 
Manahat Goldberg Sports Stadium recently was a resounding success. 

. This was the first time that Maccabi baskeiball teams from TelAviv 
and Ramat- Gan had come to the capital to show- their skill, a rare 
event in our sporting life. All the profits were dedicated to z worthy 
, cause. The public had shown up in unprecedented numbers. The game 
' has ended, without any major incidents, and yet I returned home 
exhausted and disgusted. 

I served at the stadium as one of the volunteer guards, charged with 
the preservation of law and order at one of the stadium's gates. Tickets 

- were not numbered according to seats. For over three hours I watched 
'.the sorry spectacle- of pushing youngsters, fighting for their unnum- 
bered places. They bad certainly learned their lesson well. Those who 
won the battle were rewarded, others could do nothing but go home. 

- My instructions were dear. So one. absolutely no one. was to be 
allowed inside the building, without a valid ticket. This order was. easier 
said than done, ft became practically impossible to -put into effect 
; tinder the circumstances. The guar* and the police worked extremely 
hard to push back the crowd, but they were seriously handicapped by 
violent professional gate -crashers, men who make entry into such 
: events without tickets tbeir normal routine. 

There were also many people who demanded entry with a variety of 
explanations, pleas and excuses. Journalists and photographers came 
without proper tickets or authorization, and were admitted after 

- prolonged disputes.. There were mysterious TV men. radio repair 
mechanics, secret service agents, policemen in mufti that no terresttal 
powers seemed able to prevent from admission, at the expense of the 
unfortunate citizens who were not VIP’s, and h3d merely paid hard 
cash tobuy legitimate tickets that proved to be worthless. 

. A whole group of gate-crashers made their wav in under the pretext 
of looking for “Menachem.” and quickly dispersed among the crowd. 
Ail die efforts of myself, my numerous colleagues, attendants and an 


experienced Haga man to keep them back failed. The pressure of the 
crowd was too much. No one knew who the mysterious “Menachem" 


was, and I wonder whether such a person really exists. 

Soon all the standing-room was taken. Smaller children, unable to 
find places from which to watch the game, wandered aimlessly around . 
shedding bitter tears. Older children began climbing various danger- 
ous contraptions and metal supports for the lighting system hanging 
from the roof at considerable danger to their lives. The game began 
while a large crowd was still fighting for admission from outside, it 
took seven policemen to riose the doors. The disappointed ticket- 
holders and would-be gate-crashers banged and banged on the doors. 
Eventually they were all allowed to enter - a reward for persistence 
made 15 minutes before the end of the game . 

“All was well under control," the commanding officer summed up 
the operation. He warned us: “The behaviour of the public at 
basketball games is generally much better than that at other events. 
“Wait for tomorrow's soccer game. That will be a real mess.” 

He was correct. After aUl there were no fist-fights, no material 
damage, no wounded and no arrests. The crowd dispersed quietly. 

If this was a better than usual occasion. I can hardly imagine what 
happens when the Tempers really run high. Perhaps I am foolish to 
think that sport should be sporting, both for players and spectators. Is 
this a way to educate our youth?

Operation Fair Play

Can fair play, sportsmanship and 
good crowd behaviour a: sporting 
events be taught to Israelis.’ On the 
surface, in the light of the apr-iulir.s 
conduct for which Israel crowd* are 
notorious, it would seem ‘.hat eradi- 
cating The scourge is jus: a dream. 
Houever. Dr. Hiilel Ri^kin. head of 
the Depanmem of Physical Educa- 
tion in the Hebrew University of 
Jerusalem, believes :ha*. sports- 
manship can be taught to the rubiic. 
and he has just presented a commun- 
ity intervention programme -beat 
combatting misbehaviour :r. oar 
sports to Jerusalem’s mayor. Teddy 
Kollek. The project is caiied “r AiR 
PLAY: a communirt intervention 
programme to improve sporty- 
manship amongst soccer players and 
spectators in Jerusalem". 

Dr. Ruskin says that there -ire pao 
T heories about aggress: v e behavfou : . 
One is that aggression is inherent 
and instinctive', and :na: :he misbe- 
haviour at games is a suKrnaticm o! 
this instinctive aggression. He pre- 
fers the behaviourist djenp.- that 
aggressive behaviour is ‘.earned and 
that patterns of such behaviour can 
be changed. 

In Great Britain. :te rowdy be- 
haviour of the crowd is iargeiy due to 
drunkenness. Here in Israel, where 
no alcohol is available a: g^mes. the 
basis of the aggression is intense 
identification. This may be sup- 
plemented by political affiliations - 
Betar is considered ?o be Likud 
while Hapoel is Labour - or i: may 
be ethnic. Each fan fanatically sup- 
ports his team and any decision 
against his team is suspect. This is 
because the intragroup cv'nfiicis are 
coupled with the concept of winning 
at all costs. 

Dr. Ruskin says that the fins: thine 
to do is to change the entire atmos- 
phere long before the opening w his- 
tle blows. Instead of spectators being 
packed on the stands for hours, 
generally in completely inadequate 
and very unattractive surroundings, 
there should be all kinds of commun- 
al activities 10 keep them amused, 
such os aerobic dancing, community 
singing, bands, parades, curtain- 
raisers. The event should be gay and 
colourful. The Americans have 
cheer-leaders, supporting program- 
mes and spectacles to create a car- 
nival atmosphere. That is in sharp 
contrast to the dour. drab. grim, 
grey Israeli sports environment. 

There is a need for a good Jouds- 


peskinc system so that decisions, 
rules and regulations can be 
announced. In this way. conirover- 
swi rulings can be explained im- 
mediately and definiliv elv . 

The opposing teams should be 
brought together before the game to 
meet in a MK’ial and convivial atmos- 
phere. There is also ihe need to 
increase the ceremonial introduc- 
tions- In japan, where sports, like 
sumo wrestling, are very physical, 
the ceremonial details are scrupu- 
lously adhered to. so that sports- 
manship is not lost in the competi- 
tion 

Dr. Ruskin drew up a comprehen- 
sive programme w-nich he presented 
:n Mayor Kollek. Kollek called a 
meeting in the Council Chamber, to 
which he invited all tho*.e heads of 
departments in the city who may be 
involved in the project, as well as 
representatives of the police, the 
National Sports Authority, the 
Sports Associations in Jerusalem 
and Knesset Members. The re- 
sponse was very positive. 

Subsequently, lack of money 
caused the Football Federation to 
back out. The Sports Authority also 
said that, because of the budget 
freeze, it had no spare money but 
hoped to be able to contribute to- 
wards the programme “later". 

The Municipality has lent the pro- 
ject two professionals: Mr. Aharon 
Shoshani from the Sports Depart- 
ment. who used to be a well-known 
football referee, and Mr. Eddy Gda- 
Jofi of the Department of Commun- 
ity Work. Mr. Gdaloff is originally 
from Canada, has a Master's degree 
in Social Work and is receiving his 
Master's in Physical Education and 
Public Health from the Hebrew Uni- 
versity. 

A survey will be made to deter- 
mine which communities in Jeru- 
salem provide the majority of the 
spectators at the football games. 
After the survey, the communities 
will be asked to co-operate in the 
project. 

Protect “FAIRPLAY" will en- 
compass the total community: the 
first component will be the educa- 
tional one. A committee will be set 
up consisting of representatives of 
the school system, the Parents 
Teachers Associations and the Kin- 
dergarten teachers. Two booklets 
will" be put out for educational use. 
One will cover criteria for sports- 
manship. and the other criteria with 
which the teacher can promote 


sportsmanship in schools. 

The project wiir involve the com- 
munity in its awareness programme. 
Syn jgogues will be asked to raise ibe 
problem. Discussion groups in pri- 
vate homes will be led by psycholog- 
ists and visiting sportsmen. These 
will all be v olunteers to keep the cost 
of the project to a minimum. 

The leading teams in the city. 
Betar and Hapoel. will be involved 
in the project. The heads of these 
teams have agreed to participate. 

Jerusalem will serve as a pilot 
project. The fans in Jerusalem are 
the most aggressive in Israel. Dr. 
Ruskin feds that, if the group w ork- 
ing on the project can produce a 
positive model, it will be followed by 
the rest of the country. He believes 
that it can only succeed by using the 
total approach of involving the 
whole community - educators, com- 
munity leaders, religious leaders, 
the football teams themselves and 
the spectators at the games. It is 
necessary to involve the police and 
the mass media. 

Good football players may be 
born. Good sportsmanship can be 
taught. .As we try so hard to improve 
the level of our sporting facilities and 
of our athletes, so we should make 
sportsmanship an essential ingre- 
dient of the Israeli wrav of life.

Sir, - Some years ago. Zahal de- 
cided to accept youths from deprived 
and disadvantaged backgrounds and 
to enable them to complete tbeir 
elementmy^educatipn while serving 
in ihe army. They thus acquit 
minimal learning skills for integra- 
tion into normal civilian life by the 
time they complete their service. 
There are now hundreds of recently 
discharged soldiers with the ability 
and ambition to learn trades or to 
advance their education, who simply 
cannot afford to do so. and are thus 
condemned to complete the cycle of 
deprivation on the fringes of Israeli 
society. 

A group of volunteers has banded 
together in an effort to create educa- 
tional opportunities for these young 
men and women to prevent their 
sinking back Into dead-end frustra- 
.tion. Tbe primary objective is to 


provide board, lodging and econo- 
mic aid which would free them to 
continue their siudies - the key to a 
decent future. 

With the help of funds, a house 
was obtained in Wadi Saiib which 
-now provides shelter for some 120 
ex-soldiers, many of whom would 
otherwise have no home. The hostel 
is run entirely by voluntary workers 
whose devoted efforts keep it going 
despite a critical shortage of funds. 
The residents are required to pay a 
nominal sum each month and usually 
take on night work in order to do so. 
Most of the income is derived from 
donations.

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Still less than a glimmer 


THE NEWS from the meeting at Ghurdaka between President 
Hosni Mubarak and King Hussein is. or at least seems to be. 
that the door has not been slammed on the prospect of future 
Arab-fsrael peace talks. 

This is not much. But even this little will be frowned upon by 
those on the country’s Right who - in Prime Minister Shimon 
Peres's phrase - shiver at the mere mention of the word 
“peace.” And there will be those on the Left who, following 
custom, will put all the blame for lack of progress on Israel. 

Most Israelis, however, it may be assumed, will welcome the 
assurance that the diplomatic process, even if it is not actually 
gathering steam, has not already run out of it. 

To be sure, it would be foolish to ignore the difficulties in this 
process. On the face of it. these difficulties concern, for the 
moment, issues of procedure. But in fact they involve matters 
of the gravest substance. 

Highest on the list is the issue of Palestinian representation in 
the talks proposed by Mr. Mubarak. Mr. Peres, adopting the 
policy first enunciated by Israel, under Mr. Begin in 1977. is not 
opposed to Palestinians who are not avowedly identified with 
the PLO serving on the same delegation with the Jordanians. 
What he does reject is participation by known PLO members. 
For this would violate the ban. in the government's basic policy 
guidelines, on negotiating with the PLO. 

The rationale of this self-denying ordinance lies not only in 
the fact that the PLO - even the “mainstream” PLO under 
Yasser Arafat - has still not renounced its commitment to the 
violent destruction of the Jewish state. It also derives from the 
long-standing policy against solving the Palestinian problem via 
the establishment of an independent PLO state in the West 
Bank and Gaza. 

To negotiate with the PLO would mean to recognize as well 
the legitimacy of the demand for such a separate state. 

Mr. Mubarak, however, is working overtime to break down 
Israel's refusal to talk with the PLO. “the sole legitimate 
representative of the Palestinian people.” His main chosen 
method is having a joint Jordanian-Palestinian delegation, 
including PLO members, go to Washington for an exploratory 
“dialogue” with the Americans. He no doubt assumes that 
once the U.S. has thus granted at least de facto recognition to 
the organization, the pressure will presumably be on Israel to 
follow suit. 

King Hussein is apparently willing to accept this tactic and 
Arafat may well go along with it as well despite his public 
insistence on the PLO's completely unrestricted right to make 
its own appointments to any joint delegation. 

Mr. Mubarak will still have to overcome Washington's 
reluctance to cooperate in the execution of his plan. The idea of 
the preliminary dialogue was cold-shouldered by the Amer- 
icans when it was first broached by Mr. Mubarak. And 
Secretary of State George Shultz is unlikely to warm up to it 
when he leams that he wrongly assumed, in his letter to Mr. 
Peres this week, that the Egyptian president is suggesting the 
inclusion of only non-PLO Palestinians in the joint delegation. 

On the contrary. Mr. Mubarak is seeking to thrust the PLO 
into the diplomatic process before thatorganization has even 
recognized Israel or accepted Resolution 242. 

If the diplomatic process, which he has initiated, is to be kept 
alive, the Egyptian president must be told in Washington that 
he should abandon all thought of wresting the West Bank from 
Israel's hold only to serve it on a silver platter to the PLO. 


New deal for Eilat 


FOR ISRAELIS who have &me to doubt they will see 
anything positive in their economic future, the news this week 
that the southern port town of Eilat is to become a free trade 
area seemed almost too good to be believed. Indeed, few 
Eilatis could imagine anything other than making the rounds of 
duty-free shops to pick up all the items that until now they 
purchased on ever-increasing trips abroad. 

On that score, they were doomed to disappointment. During 
its first stage at least, the only duty free consumer goods will be 
available in shops for foreign residents only, paying in foreign 
currency, for delivery to their plane. But it was heartening to 
hear that at least hotel and restaurant prices in the Red Sea port 
will not include Value Added Tax and thus should be somewhat 
cheaper than in the north. 

This is especially encouraging because until now the govern- 
ment's financial measures have shown us all a good deal of the 
Stick and precious little carrot. And if. as the planners expect, 
the new measures bring increased foreign trade and investment 
into hard-pressed Eilat, the move might well be a significant 
step on the road to economic rectn er> . 

The possible fly in the ointment comes in the form of our 
zealous officialdom, who despite their ineffectuality in collect- 
ing taxes from a vast portion of the population, think that they 
can compensate for this by making life difficult for everyone 
else. All the tax benefits and customs exemptions in the world 
won't help if they are so bound up in permits and rubber stamps 
as to make the benefits and the exemptions unobtainable. 

Now that the politicians have done something right, don't let 
the bureaucrats spoil it.

The Egyptian 
mind

SIX YEARS after making peace 
with Israel. Egypt is still tom be- 
tween its primary allegiances to the 
Arab world, to Africa and to the 
non-aligned nations, and the still 
novel peace dimension with its erst- 
while enemy. 

The late President Anwar Sadat 
took a risk in trying to change the 
course of history at the high price of 
being ostracized by the Arab world 
and the Islamic group of nations. He 
was confident, though, that sooner 
or later the others would come round 
and follow his courageous lead and 
cease regarding his mission to Jeru- 
salem as utter heresy. 

Sadat was so convinced of his 
personal power of persuasion, aided 
a great deal by his imperial-style 
rule, that he could not conceive of 
any serious opposition to him at 
home. He did. though, realize the 
dangers of religious fundamentalism 
to Egypt's fast-growing and gradual- 
ly modernizing society: hence his 
crackdown on religious fanatics and 
outright opposition intellectuals in 
September 1981. against *he better 
advice of some of his closest con- 
fidants. That spelled his undoing. 

But many serious-minded Egyp- 
tians will tell you to this day that 
Sadat did not meet his death because 
of his decision to end the ongoing 
wars with Israel and to make peace. 
The bullets that mowed down the 
Egyptian leader in his marshall's 
uniform on October 6. I9S1. while 
he was reviewing a military parade 
marking the eighth anniversary of 
the October War. were those of 
religious fanatics. Their objection to 
the peace with Israel was only a 
secondary motive. Informed Egyp- 
tians will also point to the fact that 
the peace with Israel survived 
Sadat's death. 

SADAT never meanr to conclude a 
separate peace with Israel. His aim 
was a comprehensive peace. To him. 
Egypt's treaty with Israel was only a 
first step that would be followed by a 
settlement of the Palestinian prob- 
lem. 

The late Moshe Dayan recognized 
this already during his preparatory- 
talks in Morocco with then Egyptian 
Deputy Premier Tohami. He said so 
dearly on the day Sadat set foot in 
Jerusalem and warned against any 
illusions in this respect, but his warn- 
ings were not heeded. 

Then came the missed historic 


IT IS important to recall these va- 
rious chapters and to bear in mind 
how ibe peace process was often 
derailed deliberately, because of the 
core issue of solving the Palestinian 
question in some wav. even through 
territorial compromise. There was 
no way an Israel led by a right-wing, 
religious Likud government could 
come ro terms with Egypt. 

These are certainly chapters which 
President Hosni Mubarak and bis 
chief advisers must have had in mind 
when Cairo embarked on what it 
now calls “new ideas” for a compre- 
hensive peace settlement in the Mid- 
dle East. 

Nearly three- and-a-balf years in 
office as el Rais - the President - 
Mubarak has certainly grown in sta- 
ture and self-confidence. The once 
taciturn vice-president, who 
attended mainly to military matters, 
has become a forceful orator whose 
words have a ring of authority. As 
one of the very few Egyptian leaders 
who were taken into Sadat's confi- 
dence prior to his historic journey to 
Jerusalem. Mubarak felt committed 
to peace with Israel, if perhaps with 
more pragmatic and less sentimental

Egyptian national leadership met for 
direct talks without any American 
third-party presence. Sadat needed 
some reference to the Palestinian 
problem in order to prove that he 
was not trying to make a separate 
deal with Israel merely for the sake 
of narrow Egyptian interests. 

Then-foreign minister Dayan and 
then-defence minister Ezer Weiz- 
man seemed to understand this 
aspect of Sadat's peace initiative, but 
all their attempts, stretching late into 
Che night, to convince former prime 
minister Menachem Begin to agree 
to a formula that would mention 
Palestinian rights in any way. were to 
no avail. 

When Begin signed the Camp 
David Accords, they contained a 
Palestinian clause, stating that the 
final solution on the territories 
“must also recognize the legitimate 
rights of the Palestinian peep-e and 
their just requirements.” Had Israel 
agreed to commit itself in Jsms&ya 
to even less explicit language. 
Sadat's demands on the Palestinian 
issue would have been satisfied and 
the peace process would have taker, 
an entirely different course. 

Israel would have beer: ab.’e ;o 
keep the Etzion Air Force Base near 
Eilat on a lend-and-lec.se basis and 
the Yamit area settlements, includ- 
ing the town of Yamit. could have 
probably remained intact with Israel 
settlers living on land under Egyp- 
tian sovereignty, but with special 
rights. 

ALL THIS sounds like a naive 
pipe-dream seven years later, but 
the fact is that these were real cap- 
tions which *were discussed in joint 
sub-committees and with Sadat him- 
self. even as late as June liT’o. 

History has already proved that 
because of the insistence of Begin 
and of his Herut party tcyaltsls :o 
maintain an imbalance in the peace 
process from the very outset. Israel 
in the end had to pay a much higher 
price to Egypt thar. Sacat himself 
had originally considered asking. 

Begin believed that by making a 
grand gesture to the Egyptians and 
giving up all of Sinai - more than the 
Labour Alignment was prepared to 
do in its original approach - Israel 
would be free to perpetuate its rule

Egypt is trying to prove that it can 
maintain its three main spheres - the 
Arab, the African and the non- 
aligned - together with the by now 
established peace dimension with 
Israel. It was no coincidence that 
Mubarak vent his closest adviser. 
Osama al-Baz. on a secret night 
mission to Jerusalem to get his 
assessment whether Prime Minister 
Peres could really be persuaded to 
go ahead with some new peace initia- 
tives. despite the hamstrung national 
unity coalition he is heading. 

Ai-Baz. who thought in Novem- 
ber 1977 that Sadat Was nearly out of 
his mind in deciding to make the trip 
to Jerusalem, but who was the lead- 
ing Egyptian who 10 months later 
hammered out the details of the 
Camp David agreement, together 
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over the West Bank and Gaza. This 
proved to be utterly wrong. 

The Camp David agreements of 
September 1978 attempted to create 
a balance between peace with Egypt 
and gradual arrangements for the 
Palestinians of the West Bank and 
Gaza through the autonomy 
scheme. But that balance* was soon 
upset when the Israeli Government 
did whatever it could to renege on its 
commitments regarding autonomy 
for the Palestinians. 

Dayan recognized this already in 
October 1979 and resigned from the 
government. Weizman followed him 
into the political wilderness several 
months later. Concerted action by 
both of them, together with- the 
bv-now defunct Democratic Move- 
ment for Change of the late Yigael 
Yadin. might have been able to stem 
the tide of deterioration. But it was 
not to be. 

Instead. Yamit was bulldozed into 
rubble by Ariel Sharon in order to 
create a national trauma over having 
to give up settlements for tbe sake of 
peace. 

Meanwhile, the settlement drive 
in Judea and Samaria went on un- 
abated. and Israel was plunged into 
the most futile and senseless war in 
Lebanon.
